DESENZANO, Italy, Oct. 23.— 
(?)—Lieutenant Francesco Agello 
today apparently broke the world’s 
air speed record, which he also held, 
racing his seaplane at a rate report- 
ed unofficially at 700 kilometers 
(435 miles) an hour over Lake

The new speed would be 10 miles 
an. hour over the record Agello set 
here April 10, 1933, when he estab- 
lished a mark of 682.078 kilometers 
(423.822 -miles) an hour.

Flight Begun at Detroit 
Early Tuesday Morning 
Ends Without Serious 
Mishap Despite Descent 
Into Trees. 


SCIENTIST’S WIFE 
IS DISAPPOINTED 


Mrs. Piccard Had Hoped 
To Bring Big Bag Down 
in Washington “On 
White House Lawn.” 


CADIZ, Ohio, Oct. 23.—(UP)~— 
The lofty balloon which carried Dr. 
Jean Piccard and his wife into the 
Stratosphere 10 miles or more above 
the earth, bumped to a landing late 
today in a woods near here. 

The descent was niade without se- 
rious mishap, and the Piccards believe 
ed the scientific instruments on which 
they had recorded valuable data on 
cosmic rays were uninjured. 

Settling down through a cloud bank 


shortly before 2 p. m., the big bal- 
loon suddenly began to lunge earth- 
ward rapidly—lack of sunshine caus- 
ing the bag to lose buoyancy. 

"he metal gondola, in ghich the 
balloonists sealed themselves while in 
the rarified upper air, crashed through 
the treetops and came to rest with 
the gas bag tangled in the branches 


above. 
Seldom Sighted. 

_ The balloon shot into the air at 
Ford airport, Dearborn, Mich., at 
6:07 a. m. and was sighted only two 
or three times during the flight which 
took the Piccards across Lake Erie, 
over Ohio. into western Pennsylvania, 
then back into Qhio again for a 
landing. 

The exact landing time was 2:45 
p. m. The Piecards were-in the air 
( hours and 38 minutes. and trave 
eled an airline distance of 200 miles. 
[he nearest estimate Dr. Piccard 
could make as to altitude was 10 
miles. The sealed barographs were 
taken from the gondola and mailed 
to the bureau of standards in Wash- 
ington for calibration to determine 
definite altitude reached. 

Professor Piccard was too busy 
gathering his instruments and taking 
care of the balloon to discuss the 
flight, but his wife—first woman bal- 
loonist ever to ascend into the strato- 
sphere—described the flight briefly. 

Her first words to the United Press 
correspondent when she stepped out 
of mo gondola were: 

“Oh, dear! I wanted to la 
the White House lawn.” —

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(P)— 
The number of persons employed in 


from 48,591 in January of that year 
to 64,246 in December, 1933, the 
bureau of the census reported today 
in its census of Georgia retail busi- 
ness for last year. 

The average number of full-time 
workers employed by 26,681 stores 
during 1933 totaled 42,114, the bureau 
said, and there were 28,179 proprie- 
tors and an average of 12,311 part- 
time employes. These figures were 
compared with an average of 57,554 
full-time workers in 28,687 stores in 
1929, when there were 9.490 part-time 
employes. There were 29,022 proprie- 
tors in 1929. 

The total business done by the Geor- 
gia stores was $352,916,000 in 19338 


and $635,440,000 in 1929, the bureau 
Said. 


Food stores, restaurants, general 
merchandise establishments (depart- 
ment stores and dry goods and variety 
stores), filling stations and drug 
stores increased their proportions of 
the total retail sales in the period 
from 1929 to 1933, 


Apparel stores, farmers’ supplies 
and country general stores, motor ve- 
hicle dealers and lumber, building and 
hardware stores showed the greatest 
decrease under 1929 in their relative 
proportions of the total sales, the bu- 
reau said in its report, which analyzed 
53 kinds of businesses in the state.

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| HEALTH TALKS | 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


LADY LIKES CHALK, CHAR- 
COAL, ASHES OR WHAT 
HAVE YOU. 

A mother says her baby is three 
months old. Before the baby was born 
and since she has had an irresistible 
craving for charcoal, chalk, ashes and 
even sand or garden soil, but espe- 
cially charcoal. Her physician assur- 
ed her it is of no significance and 
that it was all right to partake of 
charcoal when she felt so inclined. 
Her husband thinks she is a nut, and 
her friends gasp in horror at the very 
idea. She is in excellent health and 
her teeth are in fine shape. She does 
not nurse her baby. 

None of the things the lady likes 
is injurious, except possibly garden 
soil, which may contain undesirable 
bacteria or the miscroscopic eggs of 
intestinal parasites such as the com- 
mon lumbricoid worm or the other in- 
testinal worms. 

To make a long story short, nobody 
knows just why expectant mothers 
develop these peculiar cravings. 

My own theory, which I cannot sub- 
stantiate, is that the demands of the 
developing child drain the mother’s 
stores of certain vitamins and per- 
haps also certain mineral elements. 
We know that the prospective mother 
and the nursing mother require more 
calcium than the ordinarily adequate 
ration. We know that vitamin D is 
essential for the assimilation, metab- 
olism, uutilization of calcium in the 
body. This is getting in pretty deep 
for the layman, and I’m just flounder- 
ing around myself but we haven't too 
many subscribers in Florida and I 
want to do what I «an to hold what 
we have. 

Enough of the blah and on with the 
medicine, I agree with the family phy- 
sician that it is all right for the lady 
to take a chaw of chalk, sand, ashes 
or sawdust when she wishes. But I 
suggest that she keep some wheat on 
hand, plain undoctored wheat, a 
grain still grown in some places out 
west. Let her have a good chew of 
wheat a few times a day. Then if the 
place affords raw carrots, turnips or 
potatoes she should try chewing such 
things. Indeed, I recommend that 
everybody eat one or two raw vege- 
tables daily, and if you can possibly 
get hold of some wheat chew some of 
that, too. These things are fine for 
the teeth. the hair, bones, skin and 
insides, They provide some desirable 
vitamins and some desirable miner- 
als, calcium particularly. And while 
you are enjoying the treat don’t be 
stingv—let the children have some 
too. Even the baby, especially if he 
is unduly fond of woodwork, ashes» 
and the soil in the flower pots, should 
have his daily ration of raw vegetable 
—scraped into pulp until he has teeth 
of his own. 

Here I should like to ask readers 
who have had experience in feeding 
babies with banana to tell me whether 
the baby who gets some ripe banana 
daily from the age of four months— 
as I think every baby should have— 
manifests this pica or peculiar appe- 
tite or craving for such things. At 
any rate, babies who do have such 
pica “outgrow” it by the second or 
third year almost always. Perhaps 
that is because their diet is more lib- 
eral in the variety of things deemed 
suitable for the older child, and just 
by chance they get more vitamins in 
the fresh items.

News Behind the News 


By PAUL MALLON. | 
SWEET HARMONY WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The advance 
publicity work between the New Dealers 


and the convention of American bankers here was so perfectly 
harmonious that skeptics have been going around saying there must 
have been a deal. ‘ 

That is a rather harsh thing to say. After all, harmony can be 
achieved without pre-arrangement. The dove of peace has on pre- 
vious ocasions been conceived by spontaneous combustion, although 
it is supposed to be an extremely difficult process among persons 
who regard each other in such distant relationship as existed be- 
tween the New Dealers -and bankers. 

The New Dealers started it by letting the news slip out un- 
officially that it was against a central bank. That story hit the front 
pages two days before the bankers were to assemble. Almost simul- 
taneously, there came an official New Deal announcement that the 
Silver seigniorage profit in the treasury was being frozen, that it was 


not to be used now in an inflationary way. 
METHOD If there is one thing the bankers fear more than 
monetary inflation it is a central bank. These two 
Subjects together certainly represent 60 per cent of all banking 
fears. 
In response, the leading officials of the ABA stepped right out 
and flung a few posies back at the New Deal. 
They said they did not fear President Roosevelt very much and 
that the New Dealers apparently were not such bad fellows after all. 
It made the bankers’ convention feel as welcome in Washington 
as if Mr. Roosevelt had gone out to meet the delegates with a brass 
band. 


GHOST-LAYING Regardless of how it all came about, all the 
wisest New Dealers and bankers were very

As a matter of fact, the central bank idea itself was a misun- 
derstanding. A few wide-eyed New Dealers started about a year ago 
to talk up the idea. No responsible official here ever indorsed it 
or seriously entertained it. Fully a month before the bankers’ con- 
vention opened, responsible treasury officials decided to amend the 
federal reserve act in order to accomplish stronger central credit 
control, rather than to try to create a central bank. It was car- 
ried in this column at the time. 

Likewise there was nothing new in the announcement about 
freezing he silver seigniorage profit. That has been done right along. 

So what really happened was that the New Dealers struck down 
two dead ghosts to calm the bankers. There is going to be more 
of that sort of thing in relation to business generally. You might 
call it “‘laying the ghosts of business fears.” 


EVIDENCE This trend was suggested also by the results of a 

conference recently held at the White House by a 
New Deal critic. The report may not accurately relate all that went 
On, but, in essence, it appears to be significantly trustworthy. 

The critic is nationally known for brilliant comments about some 
phases of the reform program. He is supposed to have insisted 
bluntly that he could never agree with the administration until some- 
thing more was done to bring the budget into reasonable balance, 
to clear up money uncertainty by some steps toward stabilization 
and to appease business uncertainty by NRA reorganization. That 
was a large order. The critic is supposed to have agreed it could 
not be accomplished for some time, even if Mr. Roosevelt set out 
now to do the job. 

The upshot of the ensuing discussion was that the critic said he 
would give the administration a chance to prove itself along the lines 
indicated. At least that is the way his friends put it. 


WALLACE Another thing recommended by the New Deal critic 
was the release of Agriculture Secretary Wallace. He 
received no encouragement on that score. 


EDUCATION A high water mark for using the mails is being 
established in the AAA. They send out about 
40,000,000 pieces of mail in an average month. This total includes 
corn-hog, cotton, wheat, etc., contracts, which are mailed in bulk. 
Also in one month recently, the AAA officials answered 1,290 
letters concerning policy matters in general, aside from the routine 
mail covering a single crop or subject. 
That’s education with vigor enough to be what the Russians 
would call “‘propaganda.”

“War” Fails To Bring 
Further Cut; Independ- 
ent Appeals to F. D. R. 


Gasoline prices in Atlanta today 
will remain at 16 cents at the sta- 
tions of the larger oil companies and 
at 15$ cents per gallon at some of 
the independent oil companies filling 
stations. One independent company, 
the Southern Oil Stores, with a sta- 
tion on Stewart avenue, announced 
through its manager, H. G. Lomas, 
that it would sell its gas, known as 
“Dixie Vim” at 15 cents per gallon 
today. 

Direct appeal to President Roose- 
velt to intervene in the gasoline price 
war which, according to Associated 
Press dispatches, is centered in New 
Jersey and ‘at Atlanta, was made 
Tuesday when J. H. Smitha, president 
of the Advance Oil Company, an in- 
dependent, with offices in the Stand- 
ard building here, wired to te presi- 
dent. 

“Major oil companies here,” read 
Mr. Smitha’s wire, “reduced price of 
gasoline six cents in four days with- 
out reason, cause or courtesy of con- 
ference. Ourselves with other independ- 
ents will be out of business in 30 days 
throwing many men out of work un- 
less you take action at once. 

“Major companies selling gasoline 
below cost, a direct violation of code. 
Major companies’ actions hinder your 
recovery program. Your help earnest- 
ly solicited.” 

Under the oil company code it is 
forbidden to sell gasoline at less than 
cost and local exec:itives of the large 
companies as well as operators of the 
independents have stated they will not 
go below the cost of the fuel, though 
none would make any estimate at 
what that cost actually is. 

In this respect the sudden drop in 
the price of crude oil on Tuesday 
from $1 a barrel to 60 cents a barrel, 
was an important factor in view of 
the reduction in gasoline cost this 
would mean to the companies. 

This was the first time crude oil 
has left the $1 per barrel price since 
it was pegged at that figure of the oil 
administration under the NRA more 
than a year ago. 


N. J. “WAR” CONTINUES,

New “bargain” prices for gasoline

TULSA, Okla., Oct. 23.—()—A 
long-expected break in the price of 
crude oil came today as the Atlas 
Pipe Line Company, of Shreveport, 
La., an affiliate of the Spartain Re- 
fining Company, cut East Texas petro- 
leum from $1 to 60 cents a barrel. 

The price break was the first in 
12 months, the longest period the mid- 
continent ever has seen without an 
official change. Considerable “hot” oil 
has been selling at 30 to 50 cents a 
barrel, however. 

When the Atlas announcement was 
made, the big guns of the pentroleum 
administration were being concentrat- 
el in East Texas in an effort to halt 
the movement of “hot” oil and attempt 
to forestall a crude cut.

a little too hard on the Mack Sennett 
type of statesman who achieves dis- 
tinction by low-comedy methods and, 
departing, leaves behind him no sub- 
stantial public benefits but, anyway, 
the echoes of many laughs.

It seems a petty way of doing. 
As mayor of Chicago, Mr. Thompson 
was one of the most amusing men of 
his time. Though he squandered pub- 
lic money that certainly was not an 
original idea with him nor the special 
trait of the clowning type of public 
official. Chicago’s money had been 
squandered by experts long before 
Thompson’s time and will be squand- 
ered again if Chicago ever gets any 
more money. 


Mayor 
Thompson 
made his 
fame by 
threatening to punch King George on 
the nose. He was the repeated choice 
of the citizens who must have thought 
his rowdy burlesque on public admin- 
istration well-worth the high price 
which it cost them. He was at his 
best when he was needling the high- 
minded crowd, including the newspa- 
pers which fought him with a frantic 
hatred. He understood the psychology 
of the snowball and the plug hat and 
he made one successful campaign on 
no more solid public issue than a 
charge that his opponent habitually 
spilled egg on his vest.

REFORMS SEEN 
IN MARITIME LAW 


Morro — Castle Disaster 
Expected To Bring New 
Liability Statutes. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(?)—~ 
Three major maritime reforms were 
formulated today in government 
quarters to prevent recurrence of the 
Morro Castle ship disaster which took 
152 lives at sea. 

The commerce department’s bureau 
of navigation and steamboat inspec- 
tlon was reported reliably to be near- 
ing completion of its report to Secre- 
tary Roper. The report will recom- 
mend : 

1. Fireproofing of all vessels. 

2. Practical examinations for able- 
bodied seamen. 

3. Revision of the law limiting lia- 
bility of ship owners. 

Secretary Roper will receive the re- 
port by the end of this week. He 
is expected to use it for the basis of 
new legislation. 

A complete picture of the Morro 
Castle holocaust, the trapping of 
happy, carefree passengers on a 
flame-swept ship in a_ white-capped 
stretch of the Atlantic, will be pre- 
sent@l to Roper, but the report will 
not coucern itself with charges of 
negligence against the ship’s command. 

Licenses in Jeopardy. 

Last week steamboat inspectors ac- 
cused Captain William F. Warms and 
four staff officers of negligence that 
increased the Morro Castle’s death 
toll. ‘They must appear next Mon- 
day at a hearing in New York to 
show cause why their licenses should 
not be suspended or revoked. 

Commerce department navigation 
and steamboat inspection officials be- 
lieve that fireproofing of all passen- 
ger vessels would not entail a _ pro- 
hibitive cost. Freighters would not 
be affected. 

Figuring the cost, which they said 
would only be slightly higher than 
present building costs, these officials 
include the use of fire retarding fur- 
ishings throughout a ship as well as 
the use of steel bulkheads, fire doors 
and other preventatives. 

Testimony at the Morro Castle in- 
quiry located the start of the fire 
in a writing room from which it 
spread with fearful rapidity. Desks, 
chairs, drapery of fire retardent ma- 
terial would have stopped the roaring 
sweep of fire, officials believe. 

No Examinations. 

Sailors can now become able-bodied 
seamen after three years’ apprentice- 
ship through the mere filing of an af- 
fidavit. The report to Roper will rec- 
ommend that applicants for seamen’s 
tickets be required to take a written, 
practical examination. 

Such a test, officials contend, will 
produce a more able, disciplined crew 
ready to meet all amergencies. The 
steamboat inspectors’ findings in the 
Morro Castle inquiry censured the 
crew because they did not lead panic- 
stricken passengers to the deck by way 
of passages with which the sailors 
were familiar. Emphasis was placed 
on testimony that six lifeboats low- 
ered had a capacity of 408 but car- 
ried only 85, mostly members of the 
crew. 

Liability Limited. 

Claims for damages resulting from 
the disaster now total more than 
$1,000,000, but the Ward Line, owner 
of the Morro Castle, has filed: suit 
to limit its liability to not more than 
the value of its interest in the vessel 
and cargo at the end of the voyage— 
PR | Siaetages:: | 

The question of modifying this law 
to increase the owners’ liability in 
sea disasters first was brought for- 
ward at the time the Vestris foun- 
dered in a storm in 1928 with a loss 
of 110 lives. Now it is being pre- 
sented again in the report to Roper.

SINCLAIR APPEALS 
10 WHITE HOUSE 


Candidate Charges “De- 
liberate Distortion. in 
EffortTo Discredit Him 


SAN FRANCISCO,. Oct. 23.—(?)— 
A charge that his opponents were “de- 
liberately distorting” his statements 
concerning the national administration 
in an effort to put him in a false posi- 


tion was made today by Upton Sin- 
clair, democratic nominee for gover- 
— in a telegram to President Roose- 
velit. 

Sinclair informed President Roose- 
velt he would seek an “immediate cor- 
rection” of a newspaper article quot- 
ing him as saying the president short- 
ly would “‘declare in his favor.” 

The incident added fuel to a seeth- 
ing political campaign marked by ac- 
cusations that Sinclair was a ‘“‘slander- 
er of churches,” and charges that 
thousands of voters had registered il- 
legally for the November election. 

The political battleground moved 
here with the arrival of Acting Gov- 
ernor Frank F. Merriam, the repub- 
lican nominee, who issued a_ state- 
ment reiterating his ‘intention “to 
fearlessly oppose radical, communistic 
or capitalist efforts in California to 
destroy legitimate organized labor. 

Sinclair here to make a _ political 
speech, frowned as he read the article 
in the newspaper (not a member of 
the Associated Press), then hurriedly 
called for a telegram blank. He swift- 
ly wrote and dispatched this message: 

“President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Washington, D. C. 

“Atrocious misquotation by news- 
paper here. They are deliberately dis- 
torting my statements concerning ad- 
ministration seeking to put me in 
false position. Am endeavoring to ob- 
tain immediate retraction.”
